
County Questions 
Taxing Districts, 
Plans More 
Involvement

The appointment of a 
new member to the Madi¬ 
son County Public Library 
Board turned into a forum 
for the county fiscal court 
members to express their 
frustration at their lack of 
authority when it came to 
the county taxing districts 
and the property tax rates 
that are set. Judy Flavell 
was presented to the court 
as the recommended new 
library board member, 
and Magistrate Billy Ray 
Hughes spoke vehement¬ 
ly against the taxing dis¬ 
trict system. 

Hughes reminded peo¬ 
ple of the vote in the 1980s, 
when Madison Countians 
voted down making the 
public library a taxing 
district. The fiscal court 
ended up with a split vote 
on the issue, which Judge 
Executive Harold Botner 
broke with a "yea" vote. 

'That pretty much end¬ 
ed his political career," 
Hughes said. 

He stated that he was 
unhappy about the Madi¬ 
son County Public Library 


having a couple of mil¬ 
lion dollars put away as 
surplus, which meant that 
people's property taxes 
were bringing in a surplus 
to the library. 

"And now they're trying 
to find some way to spend 
that money," Hughes said. 
"These taxing districts are 
really operating in a de¬ 
tached environment. The 
only thing we can do is 
approve or not approve 
someone for the board. 
And now to have some¬ 
one to approve gives me 
the rare consideration to 
sound off about this sys¬ 
tem." 

The Madison County 
Fiscal Court does not have 
any oversight of their 
taxing districts, which 
include the health de¬ 
partment, county school 
system, EMS, library and 
the extension service. In 
1979, the Kentucky legis¬ 
lature passed HB 44, that 
allows county "taxing 
districts" such as these to 
raise the property tax rate 
each year up to 4 percent 
if they wish. No entity can

School Gears Up for

The Berea Community 
School Board approved 
using the same architects 
for the second phase of the 
work on their building as 
they used for the first at 
their school board meeting 
this month. The first phase 


building project included 
the new gymnasium, foyer 
and classrooms. The sec¬ 
ond phase of construction 
includes three priorities 
that are far less ambitious, 
but very needed. 

"Our bonding poten¬ 
tial right now is $2.6 mil¬ 
lion," Berea's Superin¬ 
tendent Mike Hogg said.

Jane Wisenall Sexton, 96, died 
on April 17,2012 at Sayre Chris¬ 
tian Village Nursing Home. She 
was born on October 18,1915 in 
Covington, KY, the only child 
of Paul Wisenall and Jane San¬ 
ford Wisenall. She was raised 
in Covington and attended 
and graduated from the public 
schools there. She later received 
a degree in English from Ohio 
Wesleyan University where she 
met and married her husband 
of 53 years, Claude Sexton, who 
died in 1994. 

Jane's family on both sides 
were Kentucky pioneers. She 
was a descendant of Captain 
John C. Campbell, an early 
paddleboat builder and navi¬ 
gator on the Ohio River, and 
of the Sanfords, another fam¬ 
ily who settled the Ohio River 
areas of Cincinnati, Maysville, 
Aberdeen and Ripley. Her Wi¬ 
senall relatives were among 
the architects and builders in¬ 
volved in the early develop¬ 
ment of the Covingtion/New¬ 
port area. They participated 
in the building of the historic 
Newport Courthouse, and the 
Roebling Bridge over the Ohio 
River. Jane's father, Paul, was 
a respected court reporter and 


her mother, Jane, a well-known 
citizen and homemaker. 

After Jane's marriage to 
Claude Sexton, and his military 
service, the couple moved to 
Louisville where they founded 
and managed a kitchen design 
business (Kitchen Cabinet Co. 
of Louisville). In 1942, their 
only child, Robert F. Sexton, 
was born. They retired in Flor¬ 
ida where they built houses in 
Sarasota and Deland, later mov¬ 
ing to Berea to be closer to fam¬ 
ily. In all of Jane's communities 
she was involved in service and 
women's clubs, book clubs, card 
clubs and church work. She 
was an avid reader of history, 
current events and literature, 
and held informed political 
opinions. She also kept a life¬ 
long daily journal and wrote 
short stories and wonderful let¬ 
ters to her friends and family. 
She was known in the family 
as "the book grandmother" for 
her careful selection of books 
for children, grandchildren and 
great grandchildren to suit their 
ages and interests. She was 
lovely, generous and a gracious 
hostess to her friends. 

Jane was predeceased by her 
only child, Robert F. Sexton, the 
founding director of the Prich¬ 
ard Committee for Academic 
Excellence, a well known state 
and national advocate and pol¬ 
icy expert for better education. 
Jane was very proud of him and 
deeply interested in his work.

A Call on the Kentucky Legislature 


Our legislators are usu¬ 
ally presented with issues 
rife with ethical ambi¬ 
guities. Once in a while, 
however, legislators are 
presented with an issue of 
moral clarity that demands 
swift and decisive action. 
The Kentucky House Edu¬ 
cation Committee was re¬ 
cently presented with such 
an issue; several children, 
suffering from daily tor¬ 
ment at the hands of bul¬ 
lies at school, found it pref¬ 
erable to end their lives 
than endure further emo¬ 
tional and physical abuse. 

A bill that offered sub¬ 
stantive protection for 
students by specifying 
categories such as race, 
religion, and sexual ori¬ 
entation (HB 336) was 
voted down by the Ken¬ 


tucky General Assembly 
this session by the House 
Education Committee. 
This bill improved a 2008 
anti-bullying bill which, 
due to its vague and un¬ 
enforceable language, was 
insufficient to protect stu¬ 
dents, as was made clear 
by the recent suicides of 
bullying victims. Despite 
the emotional testimonies 
of parents whose children 
took their own lives to es¬ 
cape daily torment, ten 
members of the House Ed¬ 
ucation Committee voted 
against the bill, evidently 
valuing short-term politi¬ 
cal gain over the lives of 
their most vulnerable con¬ 
stituents. Three members 
also abstained from the 
vote, displaying a politi¬ 
cal cowardice that ought 


to be roundly condemned. 
We commend the thirteen 
legislators who voted in 
favor of the bill, including 
Madison County Repre¬ 
sentative Rita Smart, and 
hope that they continue to 
oppose bullying in all of its 
forms. 

We call on the Kentucky 
legislature to pass stronger 
bullying protections for 
our students, and to stop 
holding the safety of our 
children hostage to politi¬ 
cal ambitions. We believe 
that the lives of gay and 
transgendered students 
should be valued equally 
to those of all other stu¬ 
dents, and that any pro¬ 
testation to the contrary is 
contemptible and worthy 
of condemnation.

I have to think that goes 
for people like Mr. Little 
and Mr. Terrill too. Elected 
leaders should be watch¬ 
ing our money and asking 
the right questions.

Should the city continue 
working with a budget 
based on cash, overesti¬ 
mating expenses and un¬ 
derestimating revenues or 
pass legislation to place 
the reserve in a separate 
account?

I was thinking the other 
day of one of my first inter¬ 
actions when I moved to 
Kentucky, and started vol¬ 
unteering with Christian 
Appalachian Project. I was 
doing home visits with 
mothers with infants who 
lived in Berea, and one of 
my first visits took place 
on Mason Lake Road. 

I thought I had seen ev¬ 
erything with small, rural 
towns, having grown up 
in the wilds of Mississipp, 
but this day had some true 
surprises for me. I finally 
did find the house, and 
went in to talk to the moth¬ 
er and her three children. 

The first greeting I re¬ 
ceived was from the chick¬ 
ens, who appeared to be 
"inside / outside" chick¬ 


ens. They also appeared 
to be guard chickens, so 
the houseowner encour¬ 
aged me to climb up on 
her couch to avoid their 
pecking. 

So my dignity took sev¬ 
eral hits by the time I left 
the house, at which point 
I found a chicken sitting 
in the driver's seat of my 
car. Foolishly, I had left the 
window open, not real¬ 
izing that in chicken land 
that constiututed an open 
door policy. 

I couldn't get the chicken 
to move, so the three-year 
old daughter came out to 
help me shoo it out of the 
window. This took quite a 
bit of time, since the chick¬ 
en was a lot more willing 
to hurt me than I was to 
hurt it. 

I then drove off, wonder¬ 
ing if I could call it a day. 
Then I met two canines 
who resided in Berea The 
hound dogs were laying 
down, smack in the mid¬ 
dle of the road, taking a 
bit of wee nap. I did what 


I thought was a logical ac¬ 
tion, and honked my horn. 

They weren't particular¬ 
ly disturbed by it, though 
they did take that oppor¬ 
tunity to change positions 
to one where they lay on 
their backs instead. 

I then proceeded to get 
louder and louder, shoo¬ 
ing them, screaming at 
them, stomping my feet. 
They were singularly un¬ 
impressed. I finally sat on 
the hood of my car, watch¬ 
ing them, and waving back 
to some of the people who 
waved at me when they 
saw me sitting on my car. 

I eventually drove 
around them, on ground 
that was a bit squishy. As I 
left, I considered the moral 
of the story, one I still hold 
dear to my heart.

Might as well sit 
back, enjoy the view and 
wave to the neighbors. 



Earth Day Promotes New Ethic 



Earth Day was estab¬ 
lished in 1970 through 
the efforts of Wisconsin 
Senator Gaylord Nelson. 
An excerpt from his April 
22nd speech in Denver 
Colorado announcing the 
first Earth Day includes 
the following excerpt: 

"Our goal is a new Amer¬ 
ican ethic that sets new 
standards for progress, 
emphasizing human dig¬ 
nity and well being rather 
than an endless parade of 
technology that produces 
more gadgets, more waste, 
more pollution." 

Having been born in 
1970, I must say that dur¬ 
ing my lifetime, this goal 
has certainly not been 
reached. Sadly, the polar 
opposite, I would say, has 
happened. During the 
'80's, Madonna's "Mate¬ 
rial Girl" song pretty well 
summed up the prevailing 
psyche of America; "living 
in a material world". 

The Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency was also 
created in 1970, and many 
new laws and regulations 


have been introduced 
since that time to deal with 
air and water pollution. 
Progress has been made in 
some ways, yet the goal of 
Earth Day was for a new 
"ethic" to prevail in Amer¬ 
ica. This ethic would focus 
on quality of life rather 
than quantity of "stuff" in 
its measure of progress. 

Ironically, one of the best 
examples of someone who 
lives this Earth-friendly 
ethic is one of the world's 
richest men: Warren Buf¬ 
fet. Worth over $50 bil¬ 
lion, Mr. Buffet still resides 
in the Omaha home that 
he purchased in 1958 for 
$31,500. He owns no plane 
or yacht, but donates hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
to various charities and 
causes around the world. 

Warren Buffet's middle 
son, Howard Buffet, lives 
on a farm a few miles 
from where I grew up in 
Illinois. He is often seen 
at farm auctions and local 
events and looks just like 
any other farmer there. 
Although he is worth mil¬ 
lions, instead of flaunting 
his wealth and "living it 
up", he chooses to spend 
much of his time working 
to help improve conserva¬ 
tion and farming; particu¬ 
larly in Africa. 

According to a Wall 
Street Journal article titled 


"A Buffet Turns to Farm¬ 
ing in Africa", after taking 
a trip to Africa to photo¬ 
graph wild animals, Mr. 
Buffet realized that efforts 
to protect wildlife habitat 
in Africa would fail with¬ 
out first fighting its food 
shortage. 

"I'm watching this think¬ 
ing, 'They are going to de¬ 
stroy the last forest.'" Mr. 
Buffet later recalled. "It 
was an epiphany for me: 
The hungry can't worry 
about conservation. I real¬ 
ized you can't save the en¬ 
vironment unless you give 
people a chance to feed 
themselves better." 

Much of Buffet's efforts 
in Africa include introduc¬ 
ing higher yield, yet sus¬ 
tainable farming practices 
which conserve the soil 
and do not require the use 
of expensive fossil fuels, 
chemicals and equipment 
and so can be practiced in 
poor regions. 

Yes, a new "land ethic" 
is what Earth Day is about. 
Without it, the marketplace 
will continue to give peo¬ 
ple what they want... an 
endless parade of technol¬ 
ogy and gadgets... while 
continuing to convert the 
Earth's priceless resources 
into trash instead of sus¬ 
tainable solutions for a 
clean environment.

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rule against the taxing per¬ 
centage that the boards of 
the taxing districts choose, 
as long as they follow legal 
guidelines. 

Magistrate Roger Barger, 
who attends the library 
board meetings, stated 
that this particular board 
was very careful with their 
projects and how they 
spent their money 

'They're not doing any¬ 
thing elaborate," Barger 
said, "That $1.5 - $2 mil¬ 
lion of back-up money is 
fine as long as it's used in 
the proper way. Then the 
year that we're broke, they 
can use that money instead 
of asking taxpayers for 
more." 

Judge Executive Kent 
Clark remarked that the 
library was doing excel¬ 
lent work, and the taxing 
districts were giving excel¬ 
lent services for Madison 
County, but tax rate in¬ 
creases shouldn't be nec¬ 
essary for the districts in 
the future. 

"Madison County is 
one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing counties in Kentucky," 
Clark said. "It's growing 
quickly and so is our tax 
base. With that growth, I 
don't see the need for any 
of the taxing districts to 
raise their rate." 

Clark stated that the fis¬ 
cal court, because of the 
concerns with oversight 
and also property tax 
rates, would be working 
closer with the taxing dis¬ 
tricts. He said if any board 
of a taxing district, such 
as the county school sys¬ 
tem, would wish to raise 
their rate, the fiscal court 
would ask them to come 
to a meeting and show 
their justification for that 
increase. 


"We're going to try to 
have more involvement in 
this," Clark said. 

The fiscal court ap¬ 
proved Judy Flavell as the 
new board member of the 
Madison County Public 
Library. After the approv¬ 
al, Flavell stated that she 
would do her utmost to 
make sure the taxpayers' 
money was spent wisely 
and conservatively. 

Duane Curry, the direc¬ 
tor of Madison County 
Planning and Zoning, ad¬ 
dressed the court about 
"storm chasers," or con¬ 
tractors who would fly in 
a community after a storm, 
and underbid the local 
contractors on different 
jobs such as re-roofing. 

"These people aren't 
even bonded," Curry said, 
"and they often don't have 
a business permit to work 
inside Madison County. 
They do shoddy jobs, and 
then people can't track 
them down." 

His office and the judge 
executive's office have 
been receiving complaints 
from homeowners who 
have been scammed as 
well as local contractors 
who are losing business 
to the illegally practicing 
contractors. Curry stated 
that after the recent hail 
damage, he went into a 
subdivision and found 
eight different contractors 
working. None of them 
was licensed to work in the 
county, and most didn't 
have liability insurance. 
These companies have also 
been dumping the asphalt 
shingles on farms in the 
area or other properties 
around the county. 

"When we first came into 
this county with codes," 
Curry said, "we wanted 
to do a gradual increase 
of regulating. But I think 
we're now ready to start 
regulating this." 

He stated that the City of 
Richmond and the City of 


Berea were both on board 
with passing an ordinance 
regulating the replacement 
of a roof. 

"Four or five roofing 
contractors have asked for 
us to pass this ordinance," 
Curry said, "because 
they're following all the 
rules, getting the permits, 
carrying the insurance, 
and disposing properly of 
the shingles and they're 
getting under bid by these 
storm chasers." 

Home owners are now 
required to get permits 
for a re-roofing job, which 
will involve a fee that will 
pay for all the inspections 
from the county. In this 
way, Curry remarked, the 
homeowner will be pro¬ 
tected by the job being 
evaluated. 

One magistrate asked 
how many of these con¬ 
tractors were working 
without permits, and Cur¬ 
ry answered that most of 
them were — approximate¬ 
ly 80 percent. 

Bret Blair from the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net spoke to the fiscal court 
about the rural secondary 
road program. Currently, 
Madison County is able to 
resurface their roads every 
8-11 years, which Blair 
said was one of the best in 
the state. 

The transportation de¬ 
partment recommended, 
for 2013, resurfacing Jack's 
Creek Road from U.S. 25 to 
KY 169 and Walnut Mead¬ 
ow Road from Guynn 
Road to Judytown Branch 
Bridge. This will be 10.949 
miles of road that the state 
will resurface, at a cost of 
$899,000. 

The fiscal court ap¬ 
proved these recommen¬ 
dations, but decided to 
not use their flex funds to 
resurface Walnut Meadow 
from Judytown Branch 
Bridge to KY 52. 

In other business: 

• KACO presented 


SCHOO L 
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the HVAC system in the 
elementary school that is 
on its last legs and replac¬ 
ing the flat parts of the roof 
of the school building that 
are 22 years old. All three 
of these projects were ap¬ 
proved last summer in 
the new facility plan; the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education requires school 
districts to create a facility 
plan every four years. 

The architects are cur¬ 
rently evaluating the three 


different projects, and will 
eventually approach the 
board with financial esti¬ 
mates of how much each 
would cost. A very rough 
assessment indicated 
that the three new class¬ 
rooms would cost around 
$800,000, while the the re¬ 
placement of the HVAC 
system and the re-roofing 
could cost around a million 
dollars each. Depending 
on the information that the 
architects bring back, the 
school board may choose 
to supplement their bond¬ 
ing potential with pulling 
some funds out of the gen¬ 
eral fund. Small amounts 


have been set aside each 
year for the roof, which 
currently equals around 
$800,000 

Hogg stated that they 
will definitely utilize a 
much more energy effi¬ 
cient heating and cooling 
system when they do final¬ 
ly replace the HVAC sys¬ 
tem, though he stated wry¬ 
ly that it would be difficult 
to be less efficient that then 
the old system they have 
now. When they build the 
gymnasium, they installed 
geo thermal energy, and 
they would certainly con¬ 
sider that energy source 
for the elementary side.

years ago after they re¬ 
tired, he had no experience 
or intention of building a 
garden and waterfall para¬ 
dise, but the idea slowly 
grew on him. 

"Julie says it's my 
Porsche," Tom said grin¬ 
ning. 

Tom's garden master¬ 
piece on Lakeview Drive 
will be featured in the 
Berea Arts Council 4th An¬ 
nual Garden Tour on Sat¬ 
urday, May 12. His will be 
one of six featured gardens 
on the tour, which will be 
active from 9 a.m. - 4 p.m. 
Though he never consid¬ 
ered putting his back yard 
up for public viewing, he's 
pleased with the opportu- 
nity. 

"I intend to ask a lot of 
questions of people and 
discuss a lot of things," 
Tom said. 


Tom and Julie lived 
in Berea between 1973 - 
1981, and for the 23 years 
after that lived in New 
York, Nairobi, Tennessee 
and California because of 
Tom's work with the Ford 
Foundation. Upon retire¬ 
ment, they decided they 
were tired of the nomadic 
life and were ready to 
move to the place where 
they would live out the 
rest of their lives. 

"We actually decided, 
out of all the different 
places we could have gone 
to, that Berea was the best 
choice because it felt the 
most like home," Tom said. 

When Tom decided to 
start developing the wa¬ 
terfall vision, he worked 
with Hugh Abel out of 
Nicholasville, or as he calls 
him, "his pond guy". Abel 
helped Tom design the wa¬ 
terfall garden, along with 
pointing him in the right 
direction as far as materi¬ 
als and good merchants 
to work with. The hillside 
was wooded, so Tom had 


to clear out the area first, 
and then laid rubber down 
for the first layer with the 
rocks overtop. Eventually 
he used 60 tons of rock for 
the whole garden. 

Tom became very fa¬ 
miliar with the nurseries 
around Madison County, 
often taking their advice 
on what plants and trees 
to put in and around the 
waterfalls. Near the top 
of the waterfall are two 
Dawn Redwoods, a breed 
originally from China. 
They were thought to have 
been extinct for millions of 
years until a Chinese for¬ 
ester discovered around 
a thousand trees in 1941. 
He has also planted four 
different kinds of juniper. 
Blue Ice Arizona Cypress 
and four different kinds 
of cedar. A Japanese Ma¬ 
ple arches over one of the 
lovelier spots, with a large 
pool. 

"This is my favorite 
spot," Tom said as he stood 
by the maple. "I can stay 
out here for hours." 


He was delighted to dis¬ 
cover a type of mold grow¬ 
ing called, of all things. 
Dog Vomit Slime Mold. He 
has also recently planted 
a dozen blueberry bushes. 
Railroad ties are placed in 
the hillside all around the 
hill and waterfall for ter¬ 
racing and steps. Three 
turkeys that he calls, "the 
three amigos," love to sit 
on his railroad ties. 

Tom was given several 
plants that grew well in 
rocks by Sherba Nelson 
and her husband. Sherba, 
the garden tour chairper¬ 
son, discovered Tom and 
his garden when driving 
around. 

"Sherba came by and 
knocked on my door and 
asked to see my garden," 
Tom said chuckling. "Then 
she asked me to be on the 
garden tour." 

At the bottom of the wa¬ 
terfall, all the water pours 
into the largest pool, where 
he has placed goldfish. He 
remarked that 24 hours af¬ 
ter he filled the pool, the 


frogs found it and were 
croaking in it. 

"How do all the water 
things find a new pond? 
Frogs and turtles can get 
around on land, sure, but 
they don't seem well-built 
for distance. Do they have 
scouts, like ants and bees 
do? Do they all wander 
about to see if the neigh¬ 
bors recently have built 
any inviting landscapes? 
Or is there some change 
in the air pressure, the 
humidity, the quality of 
sound that draws them?" 
Tom asked. 

He has enjoyed these 
types of musings, as he 
watches the different wild¬ 
life slowly discover the 
new landscape in their 
mist. Deer come around 
often to drink out of the 
running water, along with 
a red fox, a whistle pig, and 
of course, the three amigos 
that Tom stated were be¬ 
coming almost tame. 

"It makes me laugh," 
Tom said, when consider¬ 
ing what this garden has 


meant to him. "And I en¬ 
joy that it is a process that's 
never ending, that's never 
done." 

Tickets can be purchased 
in advance for the Garden 
Tour for $10 at the Berea 
Arts Council on College 
Square, the Potting Shed 
on Richmond Road or 
the Top Drawer Gallery 
on North Broadway. If 
purchased the day of the 
tour, tickets will cost $12. 
The other five gardens on 
the tour are Adriel Wood¬

ture. 

The lack of gear on his 
upper body has earned 
Jim a curious moniker. A 
woman he met was sure 
she knew him but could 
not place him. Finally she 
said, "You're that naked 
man who's always run¬ 
ning around Berea!" She 
was probably confused by 
the fact that Jim was fully 
clothed at the time. 

If you think you can't 
run around Berea and log 
25 miles, you're right. This 
distance takes Jim around 
Berea three or four times. 
All that running led Jim to 


the 2012 Boston Marathon 
on April 16. He was the 
first Berean since 2003 to 
finish. 

People often participate 
in a marathon just to see if 
they can do it or because 
it was a lifelong dream to 
do it once. But you can't 
just up and run in Boston. 
Runners have to qualify to 
run the Boston Marathon 
by beating a certain time 
in another approved mara¬ 
thon. 

Simply qualifying is con¬ 
sidered by many runners 
to be a feat in itself. 

The Boston Marathon is 
a spectacle unequaled in 
sports. With over 20,000 
participants, just as many 
volunteers, and 500,000 
spectators lining the 26.2- 
mile route that winds 


through towns, villages, 
and rural roads, it is like no 
other event in the world. 

Jim was only too happy 
to leave his shirt at home 
for this Marathon. The 
record-high temperature 
that day flirted with 90 de¬ 
grees as dozens of runners 
succumbed to heat exhaus¬ 
tion and heat stroke. 

Fifty runners were evac¬ 
uated by ambulance and 
one hospital found itself 
unable to admit any more 
people to its emergency 
room. Hundreds of run¬ 
ners simply chose not to 
show up. Jim finished 
338th out of 725 men in the 
60 to 64 age group with a 
final time of 4:27:38. 

His running career be¬ 
gan when he made a deci¬ 
sion to take better care of 


himself. 

Over a decade ago, Jim 
found himself in an all-too- 
common state for Ameri¬ 
cans these days. He was 
an overweight smoker and 
was not at all sure he could 
even go out and run with¬ 
out falling down. After he 
had been off of cigarettes 
for a few years, he started 
running in an attempt to 
lose weight. 

In 2004, he thought he'd 
see if he could simply fin¬ 
ish a 5K race. He did. 

One fateful day, a friend 
of his showed him an 
article on training for a 
marathon. Jim slipped to 
the bottom of the slippery 
slope that runners know 
all too well. 

He now runs one or two 
marathons a year. Last Oc¬ 


tober, Jim ran the North 
Face Endurance Challenge, 
a 31.2 mile course that rises 
6,000 feet in elevation be¬ 
tween the start and finish 
lines, finishing in just over 
7 hours. He has other ex¬ 
otic, if not extreme, experi¬ 
ences on his resume. 

He's run on deserted 
islands in the Caribbean 
and around volcanoes in 
Hawaii. Despite a fear of 
heights he went bungee 
jumping and progressed to 
sky diving. Every year, he 
spends a few weeks scuba 
diving, where he has made 
the acquaintance of preda¬ 
tors like sharks and moray 
eels. 

"I've got to come up 
with a new bucket list," he 
laughs. "I've accomplished 
most of the things I've 


wanted to accomplish." 

Among those accom¬ 
plishments are being a fa¬ 
ther, being a grandfather, 
and having close relation¬ 
ships with his immediate 
and extended family. "I'm 
the luckiest guy in the 
whole world." 

Running is now Jim's 
exercise of choice. Sky div¬ 
ing is not the best use of a 
62-year body, even if it is in 
great shape. Scuba diving 
requires a trip to a tropical 
location. 

"The thing about run¬ 
ning is if you've got a pair 
of shorts and a pair of 
shoes, you're ready to go 
anywhere." 

The shirt, of course, is 
optional.

Chloe is the daughter of Greg and 
the late Becky Atwater. She is heavily 
involved in Key Club and serves as the 
senior editor of The Pirate newspaper. 

To be selected for the Governor’s 
Scholars Program, applicants must make 
it through multiple stages. First, they 
compete with other students who applied 
in their district, which will select the 
students who can best compete at the 
state level. At the state level, these 
selected individuals will compete with 
other students who were selected by their 
schools. The state board will then choose 
the students who will be invited to attend 
the Governor’s Scholars Program. 

Applicants are chosen based on scores 
in four areas. Academic Achievement 
consists of the student’s standardized test 
scores, grade point average, and 
information about the difficulty of class 
load. Student Profile includes information 
about extracurricular activities, voluntary 
and paid service, honors and awards, and 
a Leadership Project which they must 
design. Also, applicants submitted an 
essay of 500 words from a choice of five 
topics and two teacher recommendations 
from core academic teachers from ninth, 
tenth, or eleventh grade. 


This past month Mrs. Linda Taylor, 
Gear Up coordinator for Berea, has taken 
seniors to various places. 

On April 16-18, Mrs. Taylor and Ms. 
Tia Davis, college coach, accompanied 
several seniors to attend a trip to Bowling 
Green, KY. The trip was called the senior 
seminar. All surrounding schools involved 
in Gear Up were invited to attend. The 
main emphasis was that seniors know 
what to expect when they get to college. 

One hundred eighty-nine students 
representing Gear Up stayed at the 
Hampton Inn. Twenty-two students from 
Berea attended. 

Students who have already been 
accepted to Western Kentucky University 
went on a tour led by former Berea student, 
Morgan Stone who is currently a junior at 
WKU.

small college of about 1,500 students, 
located in Charleston, WV. 

Most students who attend this 
school can graduate in about three 
years, and finish a professional 
degree in about another three 
years, compared to other colleges, 
which take up to eight years for a 
professional degree. The tuition 
for this school is $18,000. 

West Virginia University is a very 
large school of about 30,000 
students on the main campus 
alone. Its tuition for in-state 
residents is $5,600 and for out of 
state, almost $18,000. 

Kenneth Harrison felt the visits were 
beneficial. He said, “The trip was really 
fun and well organized. I have no 
negatives about the trip. Gear Up has 
really helped me in deciding on colleges 
for myself. It is important to learn about 
different colleges and tour them before 
you decide where to go. Out of both 
colleges, University of Charleston was 
good, had a nice atmosphere but it was 
really small. West Virginia University, 
however, was awesome. If I lived in 
West Virginia, I would definitely choose 
it.” 

The next major trip Gear Up will take 
this semester will be to the Natural Math 
and Science Festival on April 26-30. 


When the 2011-2012 school year 
ends, Berea Community will not only 
be losing 67 seniors, but also several 
well-loved faculty and staff members. 
One of these faculty members is Mr. 
Evan Smith, who has been teaching 
music and leading Berea’s band for 27 
years. 

Mr. Smith graduated from Crane 
School of Music at S.U.N.Y. with a 
bachelor’s degree in Music Education 
and Music Performance. He said the 
first time he remembered wanting to 
teach music was when he wrote a 
career research paper in seventh grade. 
“I loved music as much as athletics. I 
liked music because every day and 
every year was different. If things got 
boring, I could always find something 
harder to perform. I could be as good 
as I wanted and wasn’t held back by 
poor musicians,” said Mr. Smith, who 
has since earned his master’s degree 
and Rank I from EKU. 

He taught for six years in New 
Hampshire, was a substitute in New 
York and in Fayette County, KY before 
he heard about an available position 
at Berea Community from a “friend 
of a friend.” 

“I was told that Berea was pretty 
progressive and as an out-of-state 
person, they might hire me. It was the 
exact same position I had just left in 
New Hampshire, so I submitted my 
application and was hired in the late 
summer of 1985.” 

When he first started working at 
Berea, he loved the fact that “students 
were encouraged to participate in 
everything we offer. Coaches and I 
worked together so students could 
participate in band and be on athletic 
teams. It was a little frustrating at 
times, but these kids left our school 
with an incredible diversity of skills 
and experiences.” 

Since being at Berea, Mr. Smith has 
coached middle school boys’ soccer. 

He said the biggest highlight of his 
time at Berea is “obviously the growth 
and quality of the band after I settled 
into the job. For a high school of 250, 
we’ve had as many as 74 students in

Keep Eye On 
Spring Insects

With spring also 
come problem in¬ 
sects. Below are 
two that you need 
to keep an eye out 
for. 

Eastern Tent 
Caterpillars 

Look around 
your yard and you may notice the appear¬ 
ance of webbing in the branch crotch of some 
of your trees. Upon closer inspection you will 
notice that this webbing is filled with small 
caterpillars. This is the Eastern Tent Caterpil¬ 
lar (ETC). 

This caterpillar defoliates trees (eats leaves), 
especially on wild cherry, apple and crab 
apple, although it can also be found on haw¬ 
thorn, maple, cherry, peach, pear and plum 
as well. The ETC is often called a bagworm, 
however the bagworm is another type of cater¬ 
pillar which does not live in webbing. 

When the nest is small is the best time to get 
rid of this pest. Simply manually pull down 
the nest and destroy it. The caterpillars will 
not hurt you if you do this bare handed, how¬ 
ever, if you feel squeamish about it put a plas¬ 
tic bag over your hand and rake out the nest. 
Destroy it. If the nest is large, you may need to 
prune it out of the tree. 

Often people will attempt to burn the nest 
while it is in the tree. This is not recommend¬ 
ed since it will damage the tree. Insecticides 
are only effective against the young, small 
caterpillars. Use an insecticide with Bacillus 
thuringiensis var. kurstaki, carbaryl, methoxy- 
chlor or malathion as the active ingredient. 
Once inside the nest, they are protected from 
insecticides. 

These insects are voracious and could eat 
most of the foliage on your tree. Since this 
damage is so early in spring growth, most of 
the leaves will grow back. 


Carpenter Bees 

You may have noticed some very large, fat 
looking bees hovering around the last couple 
of weeks. These are carpenter bees. These bees 
are looking for a nesting site made of wood, 
preferably bare or unpainted redwood, cedar, 
cypress or pine. This insect will create tunnels 
in wood and lay eggs inside. The entrance 
hole will be a perfect circle. These insects can 
be very destructive to a wood structure. 

The best way to deter these bees is to paint 
all exposed wood surfaces. Wood stains and 
preservatives are less of a deterrent. 

Once tunnels have been established, puff 
Sevin dust into the hole. Aerosol sprays la¬ 
beled for wasp and bee control are also effec¬ 
tive. Leave the hole open for several days, 
and then plug the entrance hole with a piece 
of wooden dowel coated with carpenter's glue 
or wood putty. 

While the carpenter bee is less aggressive 
than a wasp, females will sting if threatened. 
For that reason, it is best to treat for these in¬ 
sects at night or while wearing protective 
clothing.

Have you ever wondered 
how people met their daily 
needs before you could get 
whatever you wanted from a 
quick trip to the store? Visi¬ 
tors to the Appalachian Skills 
Festival on Saturday, April 
21, got a glimpse, and a taste, 
of some answers to this ques¬ 
tion when a group of teach¬ 
ers, craftspeople and musi¬ 
cians from Letcher County 
spent the day demonstrat¬ 
ing traditional Appalachian 
skills. 

The event was organized 
by Dean and Nina Cornett, 
a husband and wife pair of 
environmentalists, film-mak¬ 
ers, and educators. 

Both Dean and Nina stress 
the importance of teaching 


traditional skills to prepare 
for a time when they may 
again become essential to 
daily life. 

"It's our goal to see that 
these skills are perpetuated," 
said Nina, "and that those 
who possess this knowledge 
have every opportunity to 
pass it on. Molasses stir-offs, 
bean-stringing, raising and 
preserving our own meat, 
and other skills were not 
just interesting and enter¬ 
taining social activities, but 
were necessary for survival. 
We might need these skills 
again in the not-too-distant 
future." 

Saxon Brown, a Berea Col¬ 
lege senior, agreed with the 
Cornetts. 

She added, "It's not just 
about the skills. It's the rela¬ 
tionships that we build as the 


skills are passed on. Some of 
our unhappiness as a society 
may come from the loss of 
our connections with these 
types of skills." 

Visitors tasted cornbread 
made from freshly ground 
corn while learning about 
growing and harvesting field 
corn, helped string "shucky 
beans," and learned about 
making soap and hominy. 
Others experienced the heat 
and smoke of blacksmithing, 
and some even tested their 
mettle at tomahawk and 
knife throwing. 

The Appalachian Skills 
Festival was sponsored by 
the Berea College Sustain¬ 
ability and Environmental 
Studies Program, the Com¬ 
munity Sustainability Labo¬ 
ratory, HEAL, CELTS and 
Sustainable Berea.
